Lindley will retnrn to the Ant- 
arctic next fall; Czecaka won't re- 
turn because of ill health. 

The morale of the members of the 
expedition has been high, Lindley 
reported. No one takes any baths in 
Antarctica, he said; it means pneu- 
monia, 

“It doesn’t matter, however.“ he 
ndded. “We can’t get dirty. There 
is no dirt in Antarctica.” 


AUDITOR OF FERA 
‘WILL LEARN NEEDS 
OFSTATE SCHOOLS 


Survey Beginning Today 
Expected To Result in 
Additional Fund of 
More Than Million.

The federal emergency relief admin- 
istration has sent its auditors into 
the state to determine how much is 
needed. to complete the regular term 
of the common schools, it was learned 
Monday. Administrator Harry IL. 
Hopkins has promised to supply the 
needed funds, estimated at between 
$1,000,000 and $1,200,000.

GAINS $1,677 962 
OVER 1333 TOTAL 


Heavy Sales of Tags, 
Larger Revenue From 
Gasoline Tax Account 

for Most of Increase.

The state of Georgia’s income from 


various taxes showed an increase .of 
$1,677,962, or 33 per cent, during the 
first three months of this year over, the 
same three months of 1933, State 
Treasurer George B. Hamilton report- 
ed to Governor Eügene Talmadge Mon- 
day after making his quarterly com- 
pilation of receipts. 

Mr. Hamiiton said the Increase was 
due to a general improvement of con- 
ditions over the state and was aided 
materially by the heavy early sales of 
automobile license tags during Jan- 
uary. February and March. Tags were 
sold later last year. few having been 
bought before the legislature adjourned 
late in March. 

Mr. Hamilton reported the income 
from all sources for the first. three 
months at $6,755,505.94, as compared 
with a total income of $5,077.543.73 
during the same period last year. The 
increased income from the gasoline 
tax. $633,542, accounted for most of 
the increase besides the tag tax. which 
inercased $772,898 

The state treasurer's compilation 
chowed that $164,000 has been collect- 
ed in cigar and cigaret taxes, as com- 
pared with $144,497 in January, Feb- 
rnary and March of 1933. The increase 
of 519.502 was made despite the fact“ 
that the tax is only half of what it 
was last year. The increase had aided 
the state in its-efforts to catch up 
on back pensions of Confederate vet= 
erans and their widows to which the 


The greatest percentage increases 
were made in the income tax and in- 
heritance levy receipts. This year 
$600,000 has been paid in taxes on in- 
come, while last year the total was 
only $298,000, The inheritance tax re- 
ceipts this. year have been $359,949 as 
compared with $34,598 last year. Fer. 
tilizer inspection fees this year total 
$137,000 as against $52,500 collected 
during the first three months of, last 
year. 

Mr. Hamilton said that the only de- 
crease shown was in the income from 
the general roperty tax, which 
dropped $196,067 during the quarter. 
This was due to the decreased levy 
from five mills to four mills by order 
of the governor and the general lower- 
ing of assessments over the state. 

“All in all the. general situation 
looks excellent,” Mr. Hamilton said. 
“If we can * this way through- 
out the year the state will have one 
of its best years financially since be- 
fore 1928.“

One of the key disputes in the au- 
tomotive industry was settled last 
night when employes of the Motor 
Products Corporation at 
agreed to, return to jobs today, there- 
by opening the way for 18,000 em 
plo-es of the Hudson Motor Company 


to terminate a layoff. , 

The employes of the Motor Prod- 
uets Corporation, manufacturers of 
automobile parts, ended their week's 
walkout after mediation by the auto- 
mobile labor board. 

The agreement provided for a 10 
per cent pay boost; protection of 
workers through recognition of senior- 
ity rights, and arbitration of disputes 
airising from piece rate payments. 
The strike affected 4,600 employes. 

As a consequence of the parts work - 
ers’ strike, the Hudson company yes- 
terday afternoon shut down its plants, 
stating it was impossible to get ma- 
terials. Eighteen thousand employes 


were thrown temporarily out of work. 
It was indieated after the peace 
pian was approved that the Hudson 
employes might return to work either 
by this afternoon or tomorrow.

Commenting upon the “gratifying 
improvement in railroad earnings” for 
the first three months of 1934, H. D. 
Pollard, receiver for the Central of 
Georgia railway, in a statement pub- 
lished today says that this improve- 
ment has not put the railroads im- 
mediately on any financial “easy 
street.” He says: 

“Improvement does not mean imme- 
diate return to prosperity, but rather 
a shocking of the downward trend of 
the past few years, with, probably, a 
beginning of the climb upward. But 
that climb upward must continue for 
some time before the railroads will 
be on anything even approaching 
‘easy street.’ Only with the most 
stringent economics have the rail- 
roads kept going during the past few 
years, and last year 71 Class 1 rail- 
roads, among them the Central of Geor- 
gia, failed to earn operating expenses 
and fixed charges. Those 71 railroads 
operate 58 per cent of the country’s 
total mileage of Class 1 carriers.”

A TRAGIC AND NEEDLESS TOLL. 

Tragic evidence of the need of 
a highway patrol in Georgia is fur- 
nished in the list dead and 
wounded who were the. victims of 
automobile accidents throughout 
the state over the week-end. 
Nothing more significant was de- 
veloped at the meeting in Atlanta 
last week of the motor vehicle com- 
missioners of the southern states 
than the unfavorable showing made 
by Georgia in the matter of fatal 
motor car crashes in comparison 
with other states that have adapted 
their laws to new traffic conditions, 
and instituted highway patrols to 
see to it that these laws. are en- 
forced. 4 

As against the several hundred 
deaths on rural highways in Geor- 
gia last year, Louisiana had only 
40, while in Tennessee the toll in 
killed and injured has been materi- 
ally reduced, the improvement in 
conditions in both states resulting 
from the guarding of the roads by 
an alert state police force. 

There is no excuse on the plea 
of lack of funds for Georgia’s fail- 
ure to institute such a patrol, be- 
cause they more than pay their 
way. Last year Louisiana’s patrol 
of 85 men cost the state less than 
half the total revenue of $528,000 
it turned into the treasury. 


Such patrols by their presence on 
the highways curb reckless and 
drunken driving and bring safety 
to the law-abiding motorists who 
are frequently the victims of the 
foolhardy driving of others. 

The curbing of reckless driving 
is only one of the many phases of 
service peformed by state police. 
They are dreaded by itinerant 
criminals—highwaymen, safecrack- 
ers and other types of criminals— 
far more than are local police 
forces, for these law-breakers are 
generally equipped with fast auto- 
mobiles and, in most instances, are 
far away from the scenes of their 
depredations before the alarm is 
sounded.

trolling the roads, a police net is 
soon closing in around them. 


No state in the Union needs such 
a patrol more than Georgia, because 
every fall and spring northern and 
western safecrackers and bandits 
pour through the state on the way 
to and from Florida, stopping in 
the smaller towns to blow post- 
office and bank safes and then con- 
tinuing on their way, generally 
without the sight of a pursuing 
officer. 

If safety is to be returned to 
the state’s highways, and protection 
afforded from the criminal element, 
Georgia must have an efficient and 
well-equipped state police force. No 
state that has Indugurated one has 
yet abandoned it, and the general 
assembly at its next session should 
follow the example in this respect 
of the progressive states that have 
taken the step vitally necessary, in 
view of modern conditions, for the 
protection of their citizens.

Revolution 
is impossible in modern times without 
a war. The repressional apparatus in 
the hands of the state is too perfect 
these days, as we saw only the other 
day in Austria, than that any insur- 
rectional attempt can be successful.

In 
spite of all that has been said, France 
is still the greatest single guarantor of 
peace on the continent. If power should 
slip from her hands, if she should no 
longer occupy first place, the danger 
of war increases. For Germany is bent

DISINFECTANTS IN THE HOME. 


There is no other antiseptic, germ- 
icide or disinfectant in our own medi- 
cine cupboard than borie acid, tine- 
ture of iodin and from time, to time 
some formaldehyde. The particular 
uses of these will be described in due 
course. 

What purpose does a disinfectant 
serve in the family medicine cup- 
board? Is there any emergency or 
any minor illness in which it is ad- 
visable to use a disinfectant in the 
home, withont the direction of the 
attending physician? 

* Before we can answer that ques- 
tion it is necessary to make clear 
what we mean by a disinfectant: A 
disinfectant is anything that destroys 
either disease germs or the germs that 
cause putrefaction of organic matter 
and offensive odor. An antiseptic is 
anything that tends to retard or pre- 
vent the multiplication and growth of 
germs. Often a stronger concentra- 
tion or solution of an antiseptic than 
can be safely applied in or on the 
body is employed as a disinfectant. 
For example phenol (carbolic acid) 
in very dilute solution is still used as 
an antiseptic, though even in very 
dilute ‘solution it is so poisonous and |’ 
irritating and interfers so much with 
natural healing processes that few 
physicians now use it as an antisep- 
tic. Strong solutions of phenol are

It is 
sheer ignorance and extravagance us- 
ing noisome chemicals or fumigating 
premises after any such disease. 
W here a municipality practices such 
terminal disinfection or fumigation the 
explanation is usually graft. 

Boiling, steaming or baking for 
from five minutes to half an hour is 
the best way to disinfect or sterifize 
(render germ free) objects or utensils 
which can be so treated. 

Ordinary washing with soap and 
hot water is entirely adequate disin- 
fection for eating utensils in restau- 
rants, lunch counters. soda fountains, 
bars. Likewise such cleaning of combs, 
brushes, Scissors, razors and other 
utensils in barber shops is sufficient 
for safety. 

Too many people are lulled by im- 
pressive odors into believing that all 
antiseptic precautions” are being tak- 
en. Put it down as a good rule that 
where there is much odor there js 
likely to be something wrong with the 
aseptic technic.

ALA. MINERS DECLINE 
TO RETURN TO WORK 

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., April 9.— ) 
Most of Alabama’s 15,000 idle miners 
declined to return to the pits today as 
whistles blasted the signal for re- 
sumption of production under protec- 
tion of a federal injunction to re- 
strain the NRA from enforcement of 
a wage-raising and hour-reducin 
amendment to the bituminous coa 
code. 

A complete check was not available 
rom either operators or officials of 
the United Mine Workers of Amer- 
ica, but the mines of only three com- 
panies were reported in production. 

The resumption was attempted about 
the time Alabama operators began 
presentation of their protests, against 
the amendment which in addition to 
reducing the work schedule to 35 hours 
a week, raised the scale of pay $1.20 
a day, making the basic outside pay 
$3.40 a day and inside $4.60. 

The injunction, effective until 
April 16, when a hearing will be held, 
was granted by Federal Judge C. ö 
Kennamer, in United States district 
court here Friday, the same day the 
Alabama commercial operators shut 
down their mines, holding that it was 
impossible to pay the new scale and 
compete with northern fields. 

W. H. Huey, district representative 
of the U. M. W. A., said a survey 
showed only the mine of the DeBar- 
delben Coal Company, which has not 
signed the agreement of March 16, 
which ended a strike of 10.000 work- 
ers, the Alabama Fuel & Iron Com- 
pany, and the “captive” mines of the 
Tennessee Coal, Iron & Railroad Com- 
pany, in production. 

Officials of locals throughout the 
district, Huey said, had reported to- 
day that they had voted not to re- 
turn to the pits under the injunction, 
but to await developments in the 
Washington hearing.

UNIONTOWN, Pa., April 9.—

bullets came from the nearby bills. 
No one was hurt.

improvement in railroad earnings as compared with the 
same periods of 1933 and 1932. 

Improvement does not mean immediate return to 
prosperity for the railroads but rather a checking of the 
downward trend of the past few years, with, probably, 
a beginning of the climb upward. But that climb up- 
ward must continue for some tinie before the railroads 
will be on anything even approaching “easy street.” 
Only with the most stringent economies have the rail- 
roads kept going during the past few years, and last 
year 71 Class 1 railroads, among them the Central ce 
Georgia, failed to earn operating expenses and fixed 
charges. These 71 rajlroads operate 58 per cent of- 
the country’s total mileage of Class 1 carriers. 

Necessary economies have included postponing, 
wherever possible, maintenance and repair projects— 
many of which can nf longer be safely deferred and 
must now be put through. The federal government 
urges that the railkoad$ resume their role as one of the 
country’s leading purchasers. Meanwhile prices have 
advanced on practically: everything the railroads use, 
and additional money is needed even to continue pur- 
chases on the limited scale of former years. ‘For ex- 
ample, if the Central of Georgia uses in 1934 the same 
amount of coal, material and other supplies that it used 
in 1933, advanced prices this year will require expendi- 
lure of at-least half a million dollars more than these 
cost in 1933. 

In addition to the accumulation of deferred mainte- 
nance projects which must now be financed there is an 
accumulation of past due obligations to be met. The 
Central of Georgia, for instance, still owes approxi- 
mately $100,000 of its 1932 taxes and $256,000 of

ulty that are capable and paid in a 
way commensurate with their service. 
“We consider no school adequate 
which does not provide a curriculum 
rich enough to give every child his 
necessary training in meeting life sit- 
uations,” said Mrs. Bradford. 

Mrs. Bradford believes that modern 
situations demand more education and 
of greater variety. Emphasizing this 
belief, she said that the schools of this 
country must be given greater oppor- 
tunity to increase the varieties of 
courses, the enriched program that is 
necessary to meet modern needs. Par- 
ents expect schools to modernize edu- 
cation so that it will be possible to 
train youth to meet modern condi- 
tions,“ stated this high officials of 
Parent-Teacher circles.

Tech Star. Shaws, Great 
Form as Season Gets 
Under Way.

Perrin Walker, Georgia Tech’s ‘bril- 

liant sophomore athlete, appears cer 
tain of setting a new Southeastern 
conference record in the 100-yard dash 
in the Birmingham championship meet 
next month. 

In his first varsity competition, 
Walker outran Gordon Lynn, Clem- 
son’s star and one of the best in the 
Southern conference, to win the cen- 


tury in 9.6 seconds, two-tenths of a 


second faster than the accepted South- 
eastern mark made in 1928 by Ed 
Hamm, also of Tech. 

The possibility that Walker may be 
a double winner in the title battle this 
season was seen in his victory over 
Lynn in the 220-yard dash. He tied 
Hamm’s Southeastern record of 21.2 
seconds for the furlong, and then won 
the shot put and placed second in the 
broad jump to conclude a big after 


noon, 
SPEED MERCHANT. 

While a prep school ace at Geor- 
gia Military Academy, Walker was 
winning races in good college times 
and as a freshman last year he con- 
sistently won his events in better time 
than his varsity rivals could make, 

With his physique—he weighs 
around 190 and stands over six feet 
—Tech coaches believe he may ulti- 
mately develop into a great quarter- 
miler. He has plenty of stamina and 
employs a long stride. 

Louisiana State University, South- 
eastern and National College cham- 
pions last year, won its opening en- 
gagement with a 69 to 48 triumpb 
over Indiana, the Big Ten titleholder. 
However, Glenn (Slats) Hardin, vic- 
tor in the intercollegiate quarter mile 
‘a year ago, was beaten in a close 
finish by Ivan Fuqua, of Indiana. 
The time was 48.3 seconds, exactly 
a full second slower than Hardin ran 
last summer to beat out Fuqua in the 


intercollegiate championship. 
However, a leg injury, suffered some 
weeks ago in an indoor meet in New 
York, may have had something to do 
with Hardin’s setback. It is probable 
that later in the season he will reach 
the form that made him unbeatable 
last season. : 
EASY WINNER. 


Hardin easily won the 220-yard low 
hurdles, as his teammate, big Jack 
Torrance, captured the shot put and 
the discus. Torrance, who beat all 
world records recently when he threw 
the iron ball 53 feet 6 inches, won 
Saturday with 51 feet 1-2 inch. This 
was nearly two feet better than his 
own Southeastern record, which he 


Hikely will supplant this season, 


Sanders, the veteran Louisiana dis- 
tance runner, ran one of the fastest 
two-mile races of recent years, step- 
ping the distance in 9 minutes 37.2 
seconds, more than 10 seconds faster 
than the Southeastern mark made a 
year ago by McQueen, of Auburn. 

Graham Batchelor, Georgia’s husky 
star, started off the season in fine 
fashion by winning the discus and 
shot put and finishing second in the 
javelin in a meet with Presbyterian. 
Batchelor generally can be counted on 
to win two or three first places in 
any southern dual meet.

Lou Gehrig and Babe Ruth dis- 
agree about batting styles. 

Gehrig believes in standing at the 
plate with his feet firmly planted and 
wide apart. He looks as fixed and 
as set as a brace of Gibraltars. 

The Babe keeps his feet eloser to- 
gether and they are not so firmly 
planted in the earth. 

“I can get a much better body turn 
this way,” he says. “If I stand with 


my feet wide apart I have to depend 


too much on my arms. Lou is smart 
and knows his stuff, but I believe it 
would help him to move his feet closer 
than they are now at the plate. You've 
got o use your body in the right way 
to get both power and smoothness— 
freedom of swinging. 

“There are also many little things 
that count.

Strong opposition to the proposed 10 
per cent extra “recovery tax“ on 1934 
incomes developed in the-senate today 
as party leaders emphasized that the 
administration did not consider the 
increased levies essential. 

Senator James Couzens, republican, 
Michigan, multi-millionaire leader of 
the higher tax bloc in the senate, for- 
mally introduced his amendment to 
the pending tax bill calling for a flat 
10 per cent increase’ in ‘all income 
tax returns. He submitted a table of 
figures to prove that the “little man“ 
would not be greatly affected by his 


proposal. 
For example, under the amendment 


an individual with a net taxable income 


of $3,000, after all exemptions are 
made, would pay only 88.80. This is 
$11.20 less than he would pay under 
the present law and only 80 cents more 
than his return under the pending 
revenue act. On the other hand the 
Couzens’ amendnient would hit sharp- 
ly the incomes in the higher brackets. 

Soon after Couzens offered his 
amendment, Chairman Pat Harrison, 
democrat, Mississippi, ef the senate 
finance committee, which is in 
charge of the tax bill; explained his 
position and that of his committee on 
the Michigan senator’s proposal. 

Harrison had stated last Friday 
that the committee would accept the 
amendment and take it to conference 
with the house. 

If it passes the senate, the amend- 
ment will encounter violent opposition 
in the house, where leaders unanimous- 
ly are opposed to it unless the increased 
rates are ordered either by President 
Roosevelt or the secretary of the 
treasury. 

“Unless we get some. definite word 
that the money is needed, do not 
believe the house will accept the 
amendment,” Majority Leader Joseph 
Byrns, democrat, Tennessee, said to- 
night. 

The senate today approved a surtax 
of 80 per cent on the undistributed ad- 
justed net income up to $100,000 of 
personal holding» companies, and 40 
per cent of the income over $100,000.

IN OPENING CAMPAIGN 


HARRISBURG, Pa., April 9.—()

his vacation yacht Nourmahal today 
and gave a two-hour interview which 


left the newspapermen unconvinced 
of his fishing luck on this trip. 

Wearing a blue jersey and old gray 
trousers, the president sat on the 
awning-covered quarterdeck of the 

cht. anchored just off the shore of 
Fe B Bahama islands. As he indulged 
in his first contact with public af- 
fairs since leaving the White House 
more than 10 days ago. 

He declined to break his vacation 
for comment on current affairs and 
waved good-by with the declaration 
“all is well” and the word that he 
would land somewhere in Florida 
Wednesday night or Thursday morn- 
ing for the return to Washington. 

The newspapermen went to the 
yacht presumably as an investigating 
committee to inquire into Mr. Roose- 
velt’s joshing complaint against the 
story of his son, Elliott. that he 
wasn't having any fishing luck. 

Members of the Nourmahal party 
gathered around the sun- -tanned pres- 
ident to back up a series of news 
bulletins“ which he read to support 
his side of the argument. 

One of the bulletins told how Mr. 
Roosevelt had landed a sperm’ whale 
with a three-inch line after an all-day 
fight. The bulletin explained that 
the whale was caught just under the 
eight-hour limit beyond which the 
president would have refused to work. 

However, the newspapermen 
couldn’t find the proof and they were 
unanimous in siding with young El- 
liottes doubt of his father’s Rick.

1 Killed, Scores Injured 
in Political Clashes Over 
Nan 


BRUSSELS, April 9.— P —Week-. 
end political clashes in which a com- 
munist was slain and more than a 
score of persons were injured focused 
attention for the first time on the 
rise of the nationalist organization 
called the Blue Shirts. 

The Blue Shirts are pledged to rid 
Belgium of all political parties and

Rioting started when the nation- 
zalists opened their Brussels head-

A dlue-shirted nationalist named 
Geévaerts was thrown from his bicycle 
by .a.communist.. Geevaerts pulled 
out a knife and inflicted deep wounds 
on his assailant, named Debacker.

Blue Shirts were injured and wound- 
Led in hand-to-hand. fighting. 


Authorities feared: the rioting 
might break out again and special 
precautions were taken. Police 
watched for threatened reprisals by 
the communists. 

Headquarters of the nationalists at 
Eckeren were sacked when Blue 


Shirts and socialists clashed. One so- 
eialist was wounded seriously.
